In  sections  all  over  the  country,  the  tomato  blight  is  causing  the  abandon- 
ment of  tomato  fields,  with  staggering  reductions  of  incomes,  just  as  did 
the  cabbage-wilt.

The  three  non-resistant  strains 
took  the  blight  after  growing  three  feet.  On  August  17th  they  were  all  dead,  but  the 
Norton  Wilt-Resistant  was  still  nice  and  green  and  bore  a good  top  crop.
